Killer goaded about relationship, court hears

A man stabbed to death on the 
Kingsnympton estate last June 
“goaded” his killer with boasts 
about the joint object of their affec¬ 
tions, the Old Bailey heard this 
week. 

Electrical engineer Colin Bolton, 
28, of Sheephouse Way, Old Malden, 
was stabbed multiple times by love 
rival Andrew Nichols in a “jealous 
rage”, prosecutor Simon Mayo QC 
said. He bled to death on June 10 
outside a flat in Thursley House, as 
paramedics tried to save his life. 

Mr Nichols, 45, of Fordham, Excel¬ 
sior Close on the Cambridge Road 
estate, accepts inflicting the fatal 
wounds, but denies murder. 

Mr Bolton had recently begun a 
sexual relationship with Michelle 
Dooley, angering Mr Nichols, who 
was her ex-boyfriend, the court 
heard. 

Defence barrister Lewis Power QC

said Mr Bolton was “lording it” over 
Mr Nichols. 

The relationship was posted by Mr 
Bolton on Facebook the day before 
his death. 

Mr Bolton also took a photograph 
of himself kissing Miss Dooley and 
handed it to Mr Nichols in the days 
before the attack, the court heard. 

Miss Dooley told the court she was 
“mad” that Mr Bolton told her ex by 
phone before she had a chance to tell 
him face-to-face. 

She told the court Mr Nichols 


visited her, tore up the photo and 
trod on flowers given to her by Mr 
Bolton, asking afterwards: “Why do 
you want to be with Cohn?” 

She said: “Then he was just quiet 
really. He just wanted to wait to 
speak to Cohn.” 

The next day the men met at the 
flat of another of Miss Dooley’s ex¬ 
partners, Roger Thornton, while 
Miss Dooley was in hospital. 

Mr Thornton said: “When [Andy] 
first came everything was fine. He 
was walking up and down for a bit. 
He started getting a httle bit agitat¬ 
ed. Cohn didn’t say anything to 
Andy, to my knowledge, to wind 
Andy up.” 

As Mr Thornton left the lounge to 
get a cup of tea he heard Mr Nichols 
ask Mr Bolton: “Why did you put it 
on Facebook?” When he returned he 
found Mr Nichol on top of Mr 
Bolton, the court heard. 

He said: “He was a totahy different 
person to what I have known.”

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Lead thefts leaves schools flooded 


Schools have been left with 
flooded classrooms and leaky 
ceilings following a spate of 
lead thefts that exposed the 
buildings to the wettest win¬ 
ter in 100 years. 

Four schools and a college 
have been targeted in a two- 
month spree at a time when 
persistent downpours have 
left swathes of the country 
underwater - including parts 
of Kingston. 

St Andrew’s and St Mark’s 
Primary School and next- 
door neighbours Maple 
Infants in Surbiton became 
the latest victims when 
thieves stripped the schools’ 
shared roof in the early 
hours of February 1 and 
February 3. 

It follows similar raids on 
Dysart School in Ewell Road, 
Surbiton, on January 24 and 
Hillcroft College in South 
Bank, Surbiton, on January 
17. 

St Luke’s School in Acre 
Road, Kingston, was left with 
soggy corridors after £15,000 
worth of lead was stolen in 
the first week of the new 
year. 

As most school insurance 
policies do not cover 
lead theft, it also means

thousands of pounds that 
would otherwise go on chil¬ 
dren’s education will instead 
be spent on repairing the 
damage. 

St Andrew’s and St Mark’s 
headteacher Alison Vigurs 
said: “It is incredibly disap¬ 
pointing that somebody 
thinks this is an OK thing to 
do. 

“The reason we discovered 
it was our CCTV camera was¬ 
n’t working. 

“We went up on the roof to 
check it and saw that it had 
been ripped apart. 

“The roof is holding out at 
the moment [against the 
weather], but for how much 
longer I don’t know. 

“It beggars belief that 
somebody can steal from 
children, because that is 
what they are doing. It’s real¬ 
ly quite distressing.” 

A spokeswoman for Dysart, 
a special needs school, said: 
“As a result of the lead being 
stolen, specialist rooms such 
as our sensory room have 
been forced out of action due 
to flooding. 

“These rooms are hugely 


important to the learning of 
our pupils with profound and 
complex needs. 

“This theft is not covered 
by the school’s insurance 
policy so the costs will 
need to come from the 
school budget - money which 
had been allocated for 
helping our pupils learn, 
but now will need to be di¬ 
verted to these unexpected 
repairs.” 

A Hillcroft spokeswoman 
said: “The theft was only no¬ 
ticed when water came 
through a light fitting in one 
of the corridors. 

“We have undertaken a 
thorough review of our secu¬ 
rity arrangements as a result 
of this incident.” 

Chief Inspector Gary Tay¬ 
lor, from Kingston police, 
said: “I would urge anyone 
who may have witnessed any 
of these thefts, or has any in¬ 
formation that may help with 
these investigations, to con¬ 
tact police.

Tories: We will give drivers 
half-an-hour free parking 


Conservatives in Kingston 
have launched a campaign to 
give motorists 30 minutes of 
free on-street parking across 
the borough. 

The party believes the move, 
ahead of May’s council elec¬ 
tions, will tempt shoppers 
back to the high street, and 
have estimated it would cost 
£140,000 of the council’s £1.4m 
on-street parking budget. 

The figure includes the cost 
of changing parking ma¬ 
chines to issue free half-hour 
parking tickets, and absorb 
the loss of income. 

Councillor Eric Humphrey, 
Conservative spokesman for 
finance and resources, said: 
“This is something the hard- 
pressed people of Kingston 
and beyond deserve. The 
money will come out of the

income from on-street park¬ 
ing. That is in surplus and 
[this will] reduce that surplus. 

“It will not affect the general 
fund, it will not affect council 
tax. The surplus from on¬ 
street parking is ringfenced to 
be spent on a very limited 
number of transport areas, 
and it has been allowed to get 
bigger every year by the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats.” 

According to the council’s 
latest budget papers, the bor¬ 
ough’s on-street parking prof¬ 
its were £1,409,646. They are 
projected to rise to £1,737,846 
by 2016-17. 

James Berry, the Conserva¬ 
tive prospective parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Kingston 


and Surbiton, said: “The busi¬ 
ness owners I spoke to in New 
Malden High Street on Satur¬ 
day thought a 30-minute free 
parking pledge was an excel¬ 
lent idea.” 

Andy Ross, owner of Suttles 
stationers, said: “It’s a great 
place to start to get people 
back into the local high 
street.” 

Jerry Irving, chief executive 
of Kingston Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “If you look at 
some of the secondary retail 
environments [and not 
Kingston town centre], retail¬ 
ers have always complained 
people can’t stop, buy some¬ 
thing and go off. So in that re¬ 
spect I can see the benefit. 

“But the broader picture is 
more about sensible parking 
restrictions and sensible 


charges. They are there for a 
purpose. For example Victo¬ 
ria Road in Surbiton is always 
very busy. If you started let¬ 
ting people park there for free 
you would restrict traffic 
considerably. 

“I think the other thing to 
consider is we want to be one 
of London’s biggest cycling 
boroughs. 

“We’re trying to encourage 
CO 2 reductions - we’re trying 
to encourage people not to use 
their cars.” 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Rolson Davies, the lead 
member for finance and re¬ 
sources, said: “Presumably 
they have got the £140,000 set 
up costs from officers, but I 
don’t believe that figure in¬ 
cludes the ongoing loss of 
income to the council.” 


Lib Dem regrets actions ‘in heat of campaign’

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Humming sound a mystery

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Ex-Tube driver browsed 
indecent child images 


A Kingston man with a fetish for 
children’s feet, who looked at close 
to 300 indecent photos of children 
has escaped a prison sentence. 

Former Tube train driver Russell 
Gower, 33, of Sopwith Way, admit¬ 
ted browsing through 273 indecent 
photos of children and 82 indecent 
movies. 

Some of the pictures showed 
young children being raped, 
Kingston Crown Court heard on 
Wednesday last week.

Prosecutor Denise Murrin said: 
“It stemmed from a fetish that he 
developed of little children’s feet 
and images of men kissing young 
children.” 

The court heard Gower had orig¬ 
inally searched for images of chil¬ 
dren, aged 12 to 14, but because of 
the shortage online, he had been 
“forced” to look for pictures of 


younger children between one and 
two years old. 

Gower has paid out £2,100 for 
psychotherapy sessions and visit¬ 
ed the Priory clinic, the court was 
told. 

He had admitted four counts of 
making indecent images of chil¬ 
dren and five counts of making in¬ 
decent movies of children. 

He was given a 10-month sus¬ 
pended sentence for two years and 
a sexual offences prevention order. 


Whitfield: Children’s services has improved 


More than 200 child safeguarding 
cases in Kingston had to be re-as- 
sessed following the borough’s in¬ 
adequate Ofsted inspection in 
2012. 

Director of children’s services 
Nick Whitfield revealed in an up¬ 
date to Kingston Council’s scruti¬ 
ny panel on Monday last week the 
amount of work his department 
had to carry out following the dis¬ 
astrous inspection was “scary”. 

A total of 400 cases were flagged 
up as potentially below standard, 
with 208 being completely re-as- 
sessed due to the poor quality of 
work, he said. 

Mr Whitfield said the service 
had improved significantly, with 
more permanent social workers 
and managers now employed, and 
a more transparent way of work¬ 
ing in place. 


Councillor and panel member 
Rachel Reid said after the meet¬ 
ing: “We were all totally shocked 
when the Ofsted results came 
out. 

“You do think to yourself ‘How 
did we take our eye off the ball 
like that?’ 

“The only thing to say is that we 
are miles away from where we 
were. 

“It was really good to hear 
there’s a lot of work going into 
making sure there is a single 
point of access for anybody that 
feels they need to talk to someone 
about children’s services - not 
necessarily just safeguarding. 

“But Nick made it very 
clear that, while we’re 
well on the way, let’s not 
start thinking we’re 
there.”

Fire Brigade 
home fire safety 
visits dramatically 
reduce the risk 
of fire 



Recent research released by London Fire Brigade 
shows that vulnerable people are 18 times less 
likely to have a fire if they receive a home fire safety 
visit from firefighters. Taking one or two simple steps 
could help protect those most at risk. 

Do you know a person who would benefit? 

Find out more below. 

The London Fire Brigade looked at the 400,000 home fire safety visits carried out over the 
last six years in London and estimated that their impact had prevented around 5,000 fires 
from starting in people's homes. 

In particular, the individuals who have 
benefited the most from these visits were 
often those affected by one or more of the 
risk factors listed below: 

• Disability, especially impaired mobility 

• Visual and / or hearing impairments 

• Mental health problems 

• Intoxication by drugs and / or alcohol 

• Smoking 

• Old age 

• Living alone 

During a home fire safety visit, which is a free service offered to those most at risk, 
firefighters offer potentially life saving information on how to prevent fires, and fit free 
smoke alarms where needed. The majority of fires in the home are caused by cooking, 
cigarettes and candles, so safety advice focuses on those issues, as well as information on 
how to escape should a fire break out. 

Fire chiefs identified that around 700,000 homes in London are more at risk from having a 
fire and specifically target their visits at them. The Brigade also helped write national 
guidance for care workers, advising them on how to spot tell tale signs which might 
indicate that someone was at high risk of having a fire. Care workers are often the first to 
see signs, like burn marks on carpets from cigarettes or a smoke alarm that needs a new 
battery. 

The rate of accidental fires in the home reduced in the groups of vulnerable people from 
36 per 10,000 people who had not received a visit to only 2 per 10,000 people who had. 

Tom George, London Fire Brigade Deputy Assistant Commissioner for the South West 
London area said: 

"Joining forces with our local councils and other partners has enabled the Brigade to 
reach those most at risk. Fires in the home can be devastating so it's vital that this 
important work continues to help protect the most vulnerable people within the 
community. 

Londoners need to look out for friends and neighbours. If you know someone who is 
vulnerable and would benefit from knowing more about fire safety, please speak to them 
about arranging a free home fire safety visit - you may well save their life."

Mrs Gaggiotti said: “It is 
often difficult for families with 
an autistic child to get out and 
do normal things so we would 
like to provide a supportive 
environment. 

“It is in the hands of the 
council. It will have to weigh 
up this bid against others. I 
think there is an awareness of 
a need. We have had the idea 
for two or three years, but we 
have been trying to build up 


support in the community. 
People at Fairmead are very 
supportive. They don’t want to 
see a derelict site down there.” 

The pair set up Express, a 
non-profit community interest 
company, to nominate the 
nursery as a community asset 
last year. 

The nursery has been empty 
for more than two years and 
was previously a dance studio. 

Mrs Williams said: “We real¬ 
ly hope for a positive outcome. 

“We see it as a good site for 
transport links and to be 


nearer the high street - to be 
part of the community.” 

There are currently more 
than 300 young people and 
1,700 adults with autism in the 
borough. 

The petition states: “Ex¬ 
press’s vision is for a cafe and 
hub in the heart of the commu¬ 
nity that provides an autism- 
friendly environment, creating 
a social space.”

But fall in number of properties on market 


The number of properties that 
sold for above or at the origi¬ 
nal asking price so far in 2014 
has increased markedly since 
2013, according to the National 
Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA). 

Figures from the NAEA Jan¬ 
uary Housing Market Report 
show that nearly a third (32 
per cent) of properties sold for 
the original asking price, with 
one in eight 

(12 per cent) being sold for 
more than the asking price. 

This contrasts with figures 
from September 2013, when 
this data was first collected. 
Back then, under a quarter (22 
per cent) of properties were 
sold for the original asking 
price and only seven per cent 
sold for more. 

NAEA member agents also 
reported a decrease in the 
number of available properties 
in January, down from an av¬ 
erage of 47 in December 2013 
to 45 in January. 

With an average of just over 
350 house hunters per NAEA 
member branch, this means 
there are now an average of 
eight buyers for every proper¬ 
ty on the market. January is 


also the fourth consecutive 
month to show a drop in the 
number of properties available 
in the housing market and rep¬ 
resents the lowest figure seen 
since July 2007. 

However, despite the lack of 
property for sale, the average 
number of sales increased by a 
third (33.3 per cent) in Jan¬ 
uary. Sales were up from an 
average of six per branch in 
December 2013 to eight in Jan¬ 
uary - reversing the decrease 
seen in December and reflect¬ 
ing the traditional resurgence 
after the holiday period. 

The proportion of first time 
buyers (FTBs) purchasing 
homes also increased, up from 
an average of 26 per cent in 
December 2013 to 28 per cent 
in January. 

There was an increase of 5.7 
per cent in the number of 
house hunters registering 
with NAEA member agents, 
up from 334 in De¬ 
cember to 353 
in January 
-the 
highest 
number seen 
since March 
2007 (385). 


NAEA agents also reported 
that on average, four per cent 
of properties sold per branch 
were sold to people purchasing 
a house using Help-to-Buy. 
This figure is up from three 
per cent in December 2013. 

Jan Hytch, president of 
NAEA, said: “Supply has once 
again dropped and the compe¬ 
tition for the best properties is 
really heating up. The growing 
number of house hunters in 
the market is causing buyers 
to react by offering asking 
price or over in many in¬ 
stances. 

“With confidence in the 
housing market increasing we 
are seeing more people look¬ 
ing to up-size and invest in 
property. The important first 
time buyer market also re¬ 
mained strong in January, but 
if competition for property 
continues to grow and the 
issue of supply persists, many 
would-be buyers may 
find themselves being priced 

out.”

DANGER: DON’T ignore the signs 

The AA's flood rescue team, AA 
Special Operations, is calling for a 
review of road signage around 
flooding and warning drivers of 
the penalties for ignoring them. 

Since December 1, the AA has 
attended around 3,200 flood- 
stricken vehicles, many of which 
were the result of drivers wilfully 
ignoring or misunderstanding 
road closure signs. 

Previous research by the AA and 
Environment Agency conducted 
before the recent floods showed 
that the equivalent of 680,000 
drivers would ignore a 'road 
closed' sign and drive down a 
flooded road rather than take a 
short detour. 

Darron Burness, head of the AA's 
flood rescue team, says: "While 
our crews have heard every 
excuse, it's become clear that the 
signage around flooding isn't as 
effective as it perhaps should be. 

"Part of the problem is that the

road closed' sign isn't always 
:ompletely understood. Some 
jeople may think it's just 
idvisory, as it's a temporary sign 
ust like those often seen at 
oadworks. For example, a lady in 
luckinghamshire told our patrol 
hat she didn't think the sign 
ipplied as it was only on one side 
)f the road, so she simply drove 
ound it. 

"But it's actually an offence to 
gnore any traffic sign, attracting 
i £50 fine, if spotted by the 
jolice. If it's deemed to be 
:areless driving, you'll likely be 
■100 lighter and possibly get 
hree points. 

"The traffic sign regulations are 
jeing reviewed later this year and 
ve'd like to see signage around 
looding included. 


"A 'no entry' sign, for example, 
would possibly carry more weight 
with drivers but, at the moment, 
it's for permanent situations only; 
or a police blue 'road closed' one 
would likely be more effective 
than the red one." 

AA flood rescue crews report 
particular issues with some 4x4 
drivers who deliberately ignore or 
move road closed signs. 

Darron Burness concludes: "Not 
only is it illegal but, if you get 
stuck, your insurer may well reject 
any claim, which would be a 
rather embarrassing one to 
explain. You're also potentially 
diverting the emergency services 
from a genuine emergency, so 
think about your actions - there 
are simply no excuses for driving 
into flood water."
